—According to the Newark Journal 


!he smallest working silk loom in th«

—A pretty addition to a closetless 


room can be made by putting up two 
pieces of scantling in a convenient 
corner, fastening in some hanging pegs, 
and draping it with a pretty hanging 
of chintz ov Madras cloth. 


—Slow, steady 
simmering, 
with 


proper seasoning, will convert a coarse, 
cheap piece of meat into tender and 
palatable eating.

—It is tho opinion of the most ex- 


perienced pig-growers that small pens, 
in sufficient number to accommodate 
the herd, are prefe»ablo to .one large 
one.

—To Remove Iron Kust—Heat an

Bight Hundred Men and Boys Attack 


a Party of Returning1 Non- 


Union Miners. 


Pitched Battle in Which Four Per- 


Bons Are Injured—The Police 


to the Rescue. 


FOTTSVILLE, Pa., Feb. 3.—A oiowd ot 


strikers, numbering about eight hundred 
man and boys, this evening met the non- 
union bands employed at the Reading 
Company's Shenandonu City colliery, in 
the southern part of ISbenaadoah City, 
on their retui n from the mines. Two coal 
and iron policemen tried to force 8 pass* 
a#e for the workmen wifch drawn revolv- 
ers. 
This exasperated the mob, and, 


armed with clubs, palings, etc., they 
lushed on the policemen and party, and 
In attempting to rescue a prisoner Lieu- 
tenant Moyer was felled with blows from 
K club. He then emptied his revolver at bis 
lasailanti. He fired live times and shot 
four f persons:

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


HE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
AND ITS NOTED CHARACTERS. 


The House in Session—Waste Paper and 


How Groat Men Tear It—Tim Campbell, 
Silver Dollar Bland and Literary Con- 
gressmen—IngnU'tt Burned Manuscripts 


[Special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON*, Jan. 30.—There ore many 


queer things about the present house of repre- 
sentatives. I note some of them down as I 
it in the press gallery, and the bald headed 
statesmen, and the statesmen with hair, 
ounge in their chairs below mo. The house 
tself is so big that its floor would make a 
awn for a largo country house. Tho carpet 
s green and tho dusks are of oak, with green 
covers. Of tho whole olij not a statesman is 
quiot, save tho two who lie asleep on tho 
sofas. Some lean back in their chairs. Some 
aro settling their lunch by a walk across the 
chamber, and some are writing as though the 
>rinter was calling for copy. The clerk is 
•ending a bill that deals with millions of 
lollars, but I note that Burnes, of Missouri, is 
mmorsed in a newspaper and Governor 
Long is talking gossip. 


Tho black head of Brumm, of Pennsyl- 


vania, has fallen on his chest, and Charley 
O'Neill, who lias been more thtm a score of 
years in congress, is rapidly opening bis mail. 
Tho handsomest and most dignified man in 
,ho house, John Hemphill, of South Carolina, 
s beating the devil's tattoo on his desk, and 
3arnes, who weighs 400 pounds, is shaking 
lis fat head at Senator Colquitt, who is hav- 
ng a temperance chat about prohibition in 
Georgia. Tho ro.sy, red face of Governor 
Sa3Pci'S, of Texas, is wreathed in a grin, for 
Gen. 
Joe Wheeler, the famous Confederate 


cavalry leader, is telling him a funny story, 
and iii front of them shines the rugged, rough 
'uco of the economical Holnmn, and Holman 
ooks well and is happy. He feels that the 
bills will be cut down, and sees, 1 doubt not, 
a chance to save a few pennies for his dear 
Uncle Sam. 


Joe Cannon stands by the flro with his 


flngcrs in his vest pockets, and Tom Keed 
walks around as though lost. Now he takes 
lis seat beside William Walter Phelps, and 
;uo two begin to talk of tho tariff. Sam 
llandall listens closely to the discussion and 


iron jaw rests on his hand as he does so. 


tlo is on the alert all this session, and he will 
jght his war to tho end. Boutelle, of Maine, 
jos a fetrip of white silk around his throat, 
and his larynx is sore. Some congressmen 
cniolly say this is a mercy, for Boutello is a 
voluminous speaker. They toll me he tUnks 
of tho crown prince of Germany, and speaks 
of tho cuncur of Grant as he points to his 
throat, and says that such ailments in great 
men arc decidedly dangerous. 


This is a waste papor congress, and the 


floor is as whito as though it had snowed bits 
of paper. Under Congressman Glover's desk 
;ies a litter big enough to kindle a bonfire, 
and tho waste paper made here during a ses- 
sion would buy enough tinware to furnish a 
village. 


Just below mo sits Silver Dollar Bland, tho 


chairman of tho coinage committee. His 
jaws movo like those of a girl chewing wax, 
and ho is evidently a patron of Tolu. 
He- 


proposes to fight any repeal of tho silver law 
now in force, and he wants to pile tho treas- 
ury full of whito dollars. 


There are no colored men in this congress, 


and it is tho llrst house for years which has 
been purely Caucasian. Todav Smalls, the 
colored ox-member, appears on the iloor, and 
I note that ho has shaved off his chin whisk- 
ers, and that his fatness has dwindled since 
lie fed from Uncle Sam's crib. He is still a 
200 weight man, and his round bullet head 
is tho color of ebony, and his hair auark iron 
gray. It ib decidedly curly, and tho head 
which it thatches has shown itself to be 
packed full of courage. 
Smalls ran away 


with a transport during tho war and gave it 
to the Union army, and he has shown himself 
ablo to flglit his own battles. Ho never did 
much in tho house, but was content to shine 
In colored society circles. 


Tim Campbell, of Now York, is a charac- 


ter. 
That black, loan, sallow man in a whito 


necktie is he. Ho gestures and pounds tho 
air when ho talks, and his clothes are so cut 
that he might bo a preacher, but he really 
represents one of tho worst districts in New 
York. Ho makes lots of fun, and it was he 
who, 
when uilceil at a restaurant, not long 


ago, what ho would have, said: "Bodad, you 
can bring mo a bit of tho menu!" as he 
pointed to tho head of tho card. Ho wanted 
to know, also, what kind of a play Mrs. 
Langtry was acting, and said he had never 
hoard tho "Roportoiro" played before! It 
was ho, also, hib enemies say, who went down 
tho Potomac on a 'mint for mock turtles, and 
his first question at tho Whito House was: 
"Grover, mo boy, I want llrst toseothat 
foino cabinet which the papers say you have 
boon making." 


Theso stories aro slanders, I venture, for 


Tim is nobody's fool, and his district in New 
York thinks thoro is no one in congress so 
bright as he. 


There, in tho cloak room, stands the rich- 


est man in tho house. He is Scott, of Erie, 
who, 
years ago, was hero as a page, and who 


is now worth his $10,000,000. Scott lias 
brains as well as money, and ho is one of the 
most influential men of his party. He weighs 
about 1.10 pounds, and his shoulders are 
slightly bent. His manners aro not at all 
snobbish, and ho puts on no more ''airs" 
than tho poorest man in tha house. 


George AViso, of Virginia, is one of the 


great speakers. Ho talks "from tho shoul- 
dor," anil hu paints the air red when on- 
raged. Ho and iliddlebergor onco had a 
duel, and WIMJ says lliddlebergur tried to 
back out ot the iight. There is no discount 
ou the courago of Wise, and his family have 
had manv duels. John S. Wiso is his cousin, 
and Henry A. Wiso was his uncle. 


Thoro are a number of literary men among 


these members of congress, and Gen. Lloyd 
S. Brycu, of Now York, carries on writing 
for Tho North American Review at his desk 
in tho chamber. Amos Cummings draws his 
$r>,000 a year and adds to his salary by 
writing 
newspaper 
letters. 
Sara Cos 


has no work on hand at present, and he 
is bound by his contract with Webster & Co. 
not to writo any books for a year. Ho got 
$112,000 in advance lor his "Diversions of a 
Diplomat," and ho has a good round royalty 
on every book that is sold. Tom Reed has 
lately published an article on Alaska in Tho 
North American Review, and John T. Caine, 
tho Mormon, has tko material for a good 
book on Utah in his blonde whiskered head. 


Speaking ot" books, it is hard to appreciate 


what tho world 1ms last in tho burning of 
Ingalls' library, and tho unfortunate senator 
tolls mo that all of a novel which he had writ- 
ten was consumed b}- the flames. Ho lost 
also tho notes for a history of his times, and 
any one who has read Ingalls' writings can 
appreciate what a loss this is. Ben: Perley 
Pooro used to say that Ingalls was tho best 
fitted of any man in the country to be a great 
editor, and ho was right.

too, in the loss of these manuscripts, for Car- 
lyle's "French Revolution," you know, WM 
used by a maid of all work to kindle the fire. 
He bod lent it to John Stuart Mill, and the 
servant lit Mill's flre with it while he was 
ret in bed. 
Mill had been reading the manu- 


tcript the night before, and had left it on the 
floor by the side of his bed. 
Isaac Newton had the careful calculations 


of years of study destroyed by his favorite 
dog. 


Tom Benton lost part of the manuscripts 


of the second volume of his "Thirty Years in 
the United States Senate" by fire. Jessie 
Benton Fremont tells the story, and she was 
dining out when the French cook rushed into 
the parlor, in white cap and apron, and 
gasped: "The house of Senator Benton 
burn!" This house stood near the Capitol, 
and both houses instantly adjourned, Tom 
Benton rushed down, to find his library in 
names, and Benton's eldest daughter came 
near being suffocated in trying to rescue the 
manuscripts. President Pierce asked Tom 
Benton to come to the White House to stay 
until his house was rebuilt, and Benton con- 
sidered this loss of his manuscripts one of 
the greatest of his life. 


Alexander Stephens' private secretary hod 


much valuable matter relating to the noted 
generals of the southern army, and much of 
tho unwritten history of the rebel'ion, and he 
was preparing a book of this when he was 
called suddenly away on business. 
Bis 


errand boy was left in charge of his office, 
and when he came back he found that from 
day to day his manuscript had been used to 
kindlo the flre. The loss was irreparable and 
he never re-began the work. 


I saw the other night here at Washington 


the Hon. Charlie Lamiesou, of Ohio, who is 
engaged with Cal. Brice, the railroad million- 
aire, in business, and he told me that he once 
had a valuable library burned. He hod kept 
his recollections of public life, and he had 
many newspaper files, which were bound. 
He had been a great collector of books, and 
his volumes were numbered by thousands. 
After tho flre, he tolls me, he entered the 
charred remains of the house, which stood 
like a skeleton, drenched with water, and 
still 
smoking. 
All the furniture 
was 


gone, and the 
pictures, save one, had 


all 
been 
burned 
in 
their 
frames. 


This one was a motto, in a metallic 
frame, covered with heavy plate glass, and 
tho words upon it were: "God Bless Our 
Home!"' "I felt too sad to laugh," said he, 
"and the word that I used with tho Al- 
mighty's name was not 'blessl' The loss took 
all the courage out of me, and I have not 
tried to build up another library." 


Another man who lost valuable papers was 


Audubon, the naturalist, who stored 1,000 of 
his drawings for his great work, "The Birds 
of America," in a pine box. 
These repre- 


sented the labors of years, and, on opening 
the box, a few mouths later, he found that 
his pictures had been converted into a rats' 
nest, and his best drawings were.chewed into 
pieces. He went bravely to work, however, 
and remade them, and the original volumes, 
which were illustrated by hand, sold for 
SI ,000 apiece. 


Speaking of the losses of books by fire calls 


attention to the dangerous condition of the 
Congressional library, and to the fact that 
tho dome of the Capitol rests on a structure 
which, if once it caught flre, might bring the 
whole to the ground. 
The Congressional 


library was burned by the British in 1814, 
and the English soldiers showed no more 
culture than did the Mohammedans when 
they destroyed the great library at Alex- 
andria. It was through this fire that the 
library got tho books of President Jefferson, 
which numbered 6,700 volumes, an immense 
number in those days. As it was congress 
cut down Jefferson's estimate, and gave him 
?23,000 for what cost him over $50,000 to buy. 
In 1S51 the National library had grown to 
55,000 volumes of books, and a flre occurred 
on Christmas night of that year, and only 
20,000 volumes were saved from the flames. 
The National library now has over 600,000 
volumes, and 'ibis library of Ingalls' had over 
5,000 books. Ingalls' books, however, con- 
tained his brains as well as those of the 
author, and ho had noted within them his 
thoughts as he read them.

cers would look to a woman for orders, Mrs. 
Edna Hill Gray Dow, a middle aged lady 
and the wife of Dr. Dow, is the woman who 
will give the orders, aud her husband, the 
treasurer of the company, is one of the per- 
sons who will obey.

and control the road. 
Indeed, she soon 


had conclusive evidence that such was tho 
case, when this syndicate had the effront- 
ery to offer her $17 per share for stock for 
which she had paid $50. This set Mrs. Dow 
to thinking. 
1C these men could buy up th« 


stock for $17 per share, and make it pay to 
do so, why shouldn't she do the same? 


Mrs. Dow began her manipulations by de- 


feating the intentions of the syndicate at a 
special meeting of the stockholders which was 
engineered to give the syndicate control. 
This accomplished, the lady proceeded to buy 
up the shares, and at length found herself in 
possession of a majority of the stock. What 
is more simple than to elect one's self to office 
when one's own votes constitute a majority? 
Mrs. Dow elected her own president, her own 
officers, and her own board of directors. That 
Mrs. Dow is no short sighted woman is ap- 
parent from the fact that she elected herself 
president and her husband treasurer. Nine 
women out of ten would have argued: "Lot 
mo but hold the purse strings and I care not 
who is president." Not so Mrs. Dow. Shs 
know well enough that in controlUng a ma- 
jority of the stock, if the treasurer should be- 
come unruly, she could coll another meeting 
and oust him. 
Meanwhile it is very pleasant 


for Mr. and Mrs. Dow to hold tho two only 
important offices and have undisputed sway 
over the management of the road.

President DovvJ It is one that should be in- 
scribed in letters of gold on the banners ot 
every woman's rights association iu the 
world.
